Select Board Report for 2013 


Let’s all take a moment to celebrate the completion in 2013 of our debt repayment for 
renovations to the Town Hall building! 


Activity from warrant articles approved in 2013 
Approved warrant articles from town meeting on March 12, 2013 allowed us to 
accomplish the following: 


e Renovate pumper #3 in the fire department. 

e Construct a temporary bridge on Old Mill Lane to replace the then existing bridge 
deemed unsafe by the NH Department of Transportation. 

e Pave Mechanic Street, Old Indigo Hill Road and parts of Beccaris Drive. 


Administrative Actions in 2013 
e Implemented quarterly meetings of department heads where we 
o collected data on our major fixed assets. (Our auditor has long- 
recommended that the town implement a fixed assets system). 
o started the process of documenting procedures 

e Formed the Advisory Committee on Open Government whose goals for the coming 
year are to advise on technology upgrades to provide online access to public data 
for town officials and residents; renegotiate the Comcast franchise agreement, 
which has not been revised since the initial agreement in 1972. The committee is 
also eager to find a practical, cost-effective way to resume the videotaping of 
public meetings. 

e Improved budget/expenditure reports for the Select Board and budget committee. 
(Thanks to Kim St. Hilaire). 

e Converted the town’s financial records from Peachtree (now called Sage) to 
QuickBooks. We were using an old Peachtree license that required upgrading. 
After consultation with our auditor and some input from the budget committee, 
we decided to move to QuickBooks. 

e The town appointed a new town clerk in September. Our tax collector and town 
clerk became each other’s deputy and front office hours were coordinated so 
residents can register vehicles and pay taxes even in the absence of one or the 
other. 

e Supported Town Clerk Nesman’s initiative to mail motor vehicle information to 
residents with upcoming renewals, providing residents with information on their 
vehicles and the option of mailing in their registration. 

e With our volunteer webmaster, Tia Pass, we consolidated the town clerk’s 
newsletter and an RSS feed into a new delivery system for town news. Please 
consider subscribing to town news. It will inform you of public hearings, schedule 
changes, and other important news events. 


Other Select Board Initiatives 


e Held public hearings with residents and the NH DOT re safety of Portland Avenue 
and Somersworth Road. At the moment, we are still awaiting a response from the 
NH DOT. 


e Entered into a one year lease agreement with Viel Farm for corn production on 
town-owned Turcotte field. 


Upcoming Issues 


The Select Board 

e Will review our building permit fees in order to cover the increase in building 
inspection costs. 

e Will hire a replacement for Beverly Dionne who is retiring after many years of 
devoted service to the town of Rollinsford as town clerk and more recently as 
administrative assistant and bookkeeper. 

e Is considering an ordinance to restrict heavy trucks on Sligo, Baer and Pinch Hill 
Roads. 

e Expects to Implement technology upgrades to maintain digital versions of town 
documents and data to be used by town decision-makers and accessed by the 
public. 

e Has submitted grant applications for culvert reconstruction and storm water 
management for the culvert on Sligo Road and have a proposed warrant article to 
cover 25% of the project costs. 

e Will develop financial management reports for the Select Board and the budget 
committee. 

e Expects to install a gate to help protect the sand and salt piles at the highway 
barn. 

e Is paying attention to the Sunningdale development in Somersworth to see if there 
are any impacts to the town of Rollinsford. 

e Hopes to work on the Fogarty land issue in South Berwick. 


The proposed operating budget for 2014 is $1,412,915, an increase of % of 1% of the 2013 
operating budget. The capital items in the warrant are up 118% over the 2012 capital 
items but with anticipated revenues (grants) and judicious use of our reserve funds, we 
estimate the entire budget will increase the tax rate by about 45 cents. 


As always we recognize the contributions of employees in the Town Hall, Police 
Department, Fire Department, Library, Highway Department and the Transfer Station. 
Likewise, we recognize the dedication of public officials and volunteers on our various 
boards, commissions and committees. (Please see our new report on volunteerism and 
engagement elsewhere in the annual report). We would like to highlight, in particular, 
the efforts of the Police Chief, Fire Chief, Road Agent and Library Director in providing 
excellent service and leadership to the town, with a very special note of gratitude to our 
retiring Fire Chief Michael Spinney and Beverly Dionne after 30 years as former Town 
Clerk and Financial Assistant.

In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements of the Governmental Activities, each major fund, and 
the aggregate remaining information of the Town of Rollinsford as of and for the year ended December 31, 2013, in 
accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, we considered Town of 
Rollinsford’s internal control over financial reporting (internal control) as a basis for designing our audit procedures 
that are appropriate in the circumstances for the purpose of expressing our opinions on the financial statements, but 
not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the Town of Rollinsford’s internal control. 
Accordingly, we do not express an opinion on the effectiveness of Town of Rollinsford’s internal control. 


Our consideration of internal control was for the limited purpose described in the preceding paragraph and was not 
designed to identify all deficiencies in internal control that might be material weaknesses or significant deficiencies 
and therefore material weaknesses or significant deficiencies may exist that were not identified. However, as discussed 
below, we identified certain deficiencies in internal contro] that we consider to be material weaknesses and other 
deficiencies that we consider to be significant deficiencies. 


A deficiency in internal contro] exists when the design or operation of a control does not allow management or 
employees, in the normal course of performing their assigned functions, to prevent, or detect and correct misstatements 
on a timely basis. A material weakness is a deficiency, or combination of deficiencies in internal control, such that 
there is a reasonable possibility that a material misstatement of the entity’s financial statements will not be prevented, 
or detected and corrected on a timely basis. We consider the following deficiency in Town of Rollinsford’s internal 
control to be a material weakness: 


Cash Collected at Transfer Station 

When town residents come to the transfer station to dispose of televisions, refrigerators, couches and other 
household items, they pay a disposal fee based on the item. The funds are collected by the workers and receipts 
may be given. At the end of the day, the cash and checks collected are given to the road agent. The funds are 
turned over to the town bookkeeper about once a month. 


It is recommended that cash and checks collected for disposal items are given a receipt. The receipt book needs 
to be in a numerical sequence. In addition, at the end of the day funds collected should be counted and 
reconciled to the cash receipt slips. Once turned over to the road agent, the funds should be recounted by the 
road agent. The following day, the funds need to be turned over to the town bookkeeper. A second alternative 
would be to use a credit card machine. If a credit card machine is implemented, the select board should 
consider raising the disposal fee by one dollar ($1.00) on all items collected. This would pay for the rental and 
fees charged to process the credit card transactions. 


A significant deficiency is a deficiency, or a combination of deficiencies, in internal control that is less severe than a 
material weakness, yet important enough to merit attention by those charged with governance. We consider the 
following deficiencies in Town of Rollinsford’s internal control to be significant deficiencies:

Purchase Orders 
It was noted that some department heads are ordering goods/services before the purchase orders have been 


reviewed and approved by the selectmen. 


It is recommended that department heads issue purchase orders to the selectmen for approval before 
goods/services are fulfilled. This would ensure that the selectmen are reviewing and approving the 
expenditures and department heads are controlling their expenditures within the approved budget. 


Five Year Capital Acquisition Program 


The selectmen should establish a capital acquisition policy that would require department heads to list capital 
renovations or equipment needed over the next five years. This would allow the selectmen to prioritize capital 
needs, and to review and approve capital expenditures with estimated cash flow requirement for budgetary 


purposes. 


Elderly Exemption Cards 
We selected a number of elderly exemption cards to test. It was noted that two cards were incorrect. One card 


listed an individual who had died in 2013, and the second card listed a homeowner who had sold his home in 
2012. 


It is recommended that the elderly exemption cards be reviewed and updated annually. 


Bi-weekly Time Sheets 
When testing payroll time sheets, it was noted that some bi-weekly time sheets were not signed by the 


employee but were approved by the supervisor. In addition, it was difficult to determine the number of hours 
worked and how the hours were broken out as regular work, sick time, vacation, holiday or overtime. 


It is recommended that supervisors verify that employees have signed their bi-weekly time sheet, and that hours 
worked agree to hours submitted. Another option would be to have all employees punch a time clock. 


Cemetery Funds 
The trustee of trust funds maintains a spreadsheet containing the names and amount paid for perpetual care 


of lots. When compared to the investments handled by the bank, there is a difference. The MS-9 report agrees 
to the bank amounts. This difference has been ongoing for years. 


During 2012, the trustees and selectmen came to an agreement on how to reconcile the perpetual care 
differences. It was reviewed and approved by the Attorney General's office. The process needs to be monitored 
until the perpetual care accounts and the bank balance are in agreement. 


Capital Assets 
The Town does not maintain records of general capital assets such as property and equipment with a life 


expectancy exceeding one year. The recording of capital assets would fulfill the need to provide for physical 
dollar value control, and establish accountability for general government capital expenditures over the years. 


With the recording of capital assets, the related depreciation could be determined on an annual basis for the 


purpose of measuring the total cost of governmental services and evaluating the efficiency of programs. This 
was recommended in the prior year report.

The young adults in this 
program are some of the most dedicated and eager people | know, and it is a privilege to work 
with them. We are fortunate that many of the explorers that have turned of age, have stayed 


on as regular members of the department. Their names are listed below and are marked with a

Well another year seems to have flown nght by. As far as motor vehicle crashes go, 
2013 was a tragic year. There were three very serious motor vehicle crashes which resulted in the 
tragic deaths of two persons and a third person is now a quadrapalegic and is still recovering from 
his injuries. Last year we saw an increase of ten accidents over the prior year. 


Our prayers go out to the family and friends of Brian and Leah Preiss. We wish them the 
best as they recover from this tragedy and as the court process determines the fate of the other 
driver. During this tragic incident, one individual stood out among all of the other good 
Samaritans that stopped to help this family prior to the arrival of the emergency personnel. After 
seeing the suspect flee the scene, David Decker gave chase and despite being threatened and 
assaulted by the suspect, he continued to give chase and notified the responding officers of the 
suspect’s location. It is quite possible the suspect may have gotten away from the scene if not for 
the efforts of Mr. Decker. 


Three additional people deserve recognition as well. Residents Roger Adams and 
Lauretta Blanchette along with former resident Thomas Bascom witnessed a strong arm robbery 
of an elderly man at the Citizens Bank. The three gave chase and followed the suspect as she fled 
on foot on Portland Avenue and while notifying 911 of the suspect’s location. As a result of their 
efforts the suspect was arrested within three minutes of the robbery. 


This is why it is so important if you see something unusual, get involved and call the 
police immediately. 


In January the following awards were presented: Lt. Jonathan Uraskevich received the 
department’s Medal of Valor Award for his involvement in the apprehension of a dangerous 
individual who had threatened him with an axe while he was investigating a fight between two 
adult males. Sgt. Kerkensen received the 2013 Officer of the Year Medal for his continued 
ability to solve and close the majority of the department’s felony cases and with his involvement 
with the DARE program. Officer Scott Stephens received a Letter of Commendation for his 
involvement in assisting a homeless mother and her children. Officer Stephens found them 
stranded in a park in town and provided food and lodging at a local hotel, which he paid for 
himself. And Officer Bronwyn Dronsfield received a Letter of Commendation for her work in 
providing training to many area department’s first responders on the topic of Autism. She has 
been well received by many communities as she has made it her mission to educate as many 
people as possible on this topic. 


We continue to be plagued with burglaries. Last year we saw a decrease of 2, however as 
I wnite this letter in January we have had three burglaries reported so far this year. Last year we 
also had an armed robbery at the TD Bank and fortunately the suspect was arrested quickly as a

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result of a timely and thorough police investigation. For many years we had not had any armed 
robberies. This new trend seems to be the norm now. 


I am pleased to report that some of the major crimes went down in 2013, however our 
overall activity has increased. As in the past the majority of our cases especially felonies are 
getting solved and we continue to have a great track record for convictions at both the District 
and Superior Courts. 


Staff changes include the addition of Part Time Officer Benjamin Philbrook who joined 
the department in July. He graduated 4™ in his class at the Police Academy. He filled the 
position vacated by former Part Time Officer William Carroll who wished to pursue private 
employment. 


There are two areas of future concern: The town will need to address staffing issues if we 
are to remain an around the clock department. Our activity continues to increase every year and 
the investigation time required for the major cases and felonies hampers the ability to adequately 
patrol the town to act as a crime deterrent and to monitor traffic. Additionally, the senior full 
time officers will be maxing out on their vacation time within the year or two and there are not 
enough funds in the part time and overtime accounts to adequately cover all the vacation time, 
sick days, and holidays. Our staffing levels in 2014 are lower then they were in 1991. We have 
had preliminary talks with the Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee on adding another full 
time officer for the last six months of 2015 so there would not be a large impact on the budget in 
one year. As I write this letter, no decisions have been made as we are still in the discussion 
stage. 


The second area of concern is the Town Hall and Police Department building. The town 
needs to address the future issues of the needs of the town and the condition of the building and 
make a determination as to whether the long term plan is to stay in the building or move to 
another location. If the decision is made to stay, then funds need to be made available to properly 
and adequately address a number of issues within the building, such as heat, ac, water infiltration, 
mold, siding falling off, lack of parking, etc. If the long term plan is to move, then we need to 
start the planning process as to how and when this would be realized and how to fund it. Putting 
this off every year only compounds the current problems and the costs continue to rise. 


To end on a positive note, I am very proud of my staff and wish to extend my sincere 
appreciation to them, the Board of Selectmen, other town departments and committees as well as 
the citizens of Rollinsford. A special heartfelt thank you to Sheila Reilly who for the last several 
months has volunteered countless hours of her personal time to do data entry and other 
administrative functions at the police department. Together we all make this beautiful community 
a safer place to live and work.

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Rollinsford Cemetery Trustees 2013 Report 


In 2013 the Cemetery Trustees expended $14,297.92 from the cemetery operating budget 
and $2000.00 was put in the capital reserve fund for construction of a cremation area in 
New Town cemetery. The total cemetery expenses for New Town, Old Town and Doe 
cemeteries for 2013 were $16,297.92 


In 2013 the fourth and final two thousand dollars ($2000.00) was added to the cremation 
area capital reserve fund. The fund now had a total of eight thousand dollars ($8000.00) 
in it. 


In 2013 the construction of the cremation area was started. The area was cleared and the 
stumps were removed. The area was leveled and loam was purchased and spread, the area 
was hydro seeded. A total of $6940.00 was expended from the cremation fund. 

The cremation area will need to be laid out and marked in 2014. This should complete the 
area and make it available for the sale of lots. 


The trustees expended $9451.39 for mowing, trimming and cleanup in 
New Town cemetery and $3966.11 for mowing, trimming and cleanup in 
Old Town cemetery. 


The trustees expended $135.00 for the Memorial Day cleanup in the Doe Burial Ground. 
The area was raked and cleaned up and a fallen tree was cut up and removed. This 
expense is withdrawn from the Doe trust. 


In 2013 one, two grave lot and one, four grave lot was sold in’ New Town cemetery. 
In 2013 an additional two lots were added to the perpetual care list which added $1200.00 
to the perpetual care trust funds. 


In 2013 the town received $50.00 in tomb rental. 

In 2013 the trustees had a post Memorial Day cleanup done approximately a month after 
Memorial Day in the New Town cemetery. This cleanup allows for the removal of pots 
and plants that obstruct the area for mowing and trimming. 

In 2013 the trustees purchased a load of loam which can be used by anyone who is 


interested in doing some lawn repair to their lot in New Town cemetery. 


The trustees would like to thank Andrea Cass, Kate Nesman and Beverly Dionne from 
the Rollinsford town office for the time that they put into working on cemetery business 
throughout the year.

Water & Sewer — Commissioners are working on a five year plan. -The District has saved almost 
3,000.00 this year in electrical cost by switching providers. -Scott McGlynn is the new Superintendent 
of the Water and Sewer District. Please feel free to call him with any questions or concerns you may 


have. 


Water 
-A Benzene removal unit has been installed at The Porter Well sites to meet NHDES guidelines. 


-Hydrant flushing is done to help maintain water quality, flow and pressure throughout the system. Thi: 
may cause some air or discoloration. This discoloration largely from naturally present iron deposited by 
the water and there are no health risks associated. This color should pass quickly by running a cold 
water faucet for a few minutes. 


-ln 2013 we will be working on decreasing energy consumption by replacing aged lighting with LED and 
we are also working on having a high efficiency pump installed at the General Sullivan Well site. We will 
also be working on resurfacing the water tank. In addition we plan to replace some hydrants and we wi 
be working with the RFD to color code some hydrants using flow tests and NFS color coding. 


-Reminders. -Always report chemical or gas spills as they can pollute water supplies. -Leaking toilets are 
the number one reason for a high water bill. -It is a felony to tamper with a water meter. 


Sewer 


-The district will be seeking out Inflow and Infiltration (1&l), including sump pump connections. The 
district is seeking to reduce wet weather flows and ground water seeping into the collection system. 1& 
disrupts the treatment process, causes violations and are costly to treat. Field inspections and pipe 
video cameras will be employed. Those home and businesses found to have sump pumps hook up will 
be fined and could risk loss of service.

The construction of a new office facility was begun this year and will be 
completed in 2014. The new space will address certain safety issues for 
employees including an eyewash station and a heated location for workers in 
the winter. 


We are working on ensuring that full cans of wet waste are picked up by 
Lamprey Regional Solid Waste Cooperative . We encourage the Select Board to 
consider raising the transfer station sticker fees and to consider eliminating 
receipt of cash at the transfer station (checks only). 


Transportation Department 2013 Town Report 


The new International plow truck has been serving the town well. We received 
a grant to purchase the truck in the fall of 2012 and the truck has proven to be 
a wise and valuable investment for the town. 


Many road repair projects were undertaken in 2013. Mechanic Street and Old 
Indigo Hill Road and sections of Beccaris were repaved. Swales were repaired 
for water control on Locust Street. The hill on Pine Street, along with 
numerous other small patches of damaged road, were repaved as well. 


We hired Brewster and Sons Mowing out of Eliot to assist in roadside brush 
cutting. They used a flail mower to improve visibility and safety on many 
streets and roads in town. The transportation department staff completed the 
larger cutting and trimming on this project. Sections thicker than one inch 
must be cut by hand. 


We hired Hussey Construction out of South Berwick to do roadside ditching on 
Foundry Street and Sligo Road. They also put erosion stones in the swales on 
Sligo Road. 


All the town’s highway department and transfer station equipment was 
regularly inspected and maintained in good working order by the road agent in 
2013. 


The highway department will appreciate the flexibility offered by the proposed 
backhoe and anticipates being able to complete small ditching projects that 
have been contracted in the past.

The projected Fiscal Year 2014-2015 decrease in estimated revenue is 
approximately $104,990 less than Fiscal Year 2013-2014, primarily due to 
FY 2015 reduction in Catastrophic Aid, the amount transferred from Capital 
Reserve and voted from fund balance. 


Expenditures: 
The Fiscal Year 2014-2015 Proposed Budget total is $5,236,914. The 


proposed expenditure change is approximately -2.48% or $133,072 less than 
Fiscal Year 2013-2014 Approved Budget. On the following pages 2-7 are 
highlights of major increases or (decreases) differences over FY 2013-2014 
approved budget.

Section 674:39-aa Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots. 


I, In this section: 
(a) “Involuntary merger" and "involuntarily merged" mean lots merged by municipal action for zoning, 


assessing, or taxation purposes without the consent of the owner. 

(b) "Owner" means the person or entity that holds legal title to the lots in question, even if such person or 
entity did not hold legal title at the time of the involuntary merger. 

(c) “Voluntary merger" and "voluntarily merged" mean a merger under RSA 674:39-a, or any overt action or 
conduct that indicates an owner regarded said lots as merged such as, but not Jimited to, abandoning a lot line, 

I]. Lots or parcels that were involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 2010 by a city, town, county, village’ 
district, or any other municipality, shall at the request of the owner, be restored to their premerger status and all 
zoning and tax maps shall be updated to identify the premerger boundaries of said lots or parcels as recorded at 
the appropriate registry of deeds, provided: 

(a) The request is submitted to the governing body prior to December 31, 2016. 

(b) No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots. [f any owner in the chain of title 
voluntarily merged his or her lots, then al] subsequent owners shall be estopped from requesting restoration. The 
municipality shall have the burden of proof to show. that any previous owner voluntarily merged his or her lots. 

III. All decisions of the governing body may be appealed in accordance with the provisions of RSA 676. 

IV. Any municipality may adopt local ordinances, including ordinances enacted prior to the effective date of 
this section, to restore previously merged properties that are less restrictive than the provisions in paragraph I and 


I. 
V. The restoration of the lots to their premerger status shall not be deemed to cure any non-conformity with 


existing local land use ordinances. 
VI. Municipalities shall post a notice informing residents that any involuntarily merged lots may be restored to 


premerger status upon the owner's request. Such notice shall be posted in a public place no later than January |, 
2012 and shall remain posted through December 31, 2016. Each municipality shall also publish the same or 
similar notice in its 2011 through 2015 annual reports.
